China and the entire Far East. For 
the first time. China also charged 
th at 
Russia

Chinese Communists. 
China's chief delegate. Dr T. F. 
Tsiang. told the 59 national delega­ 
tions th at the North Atlantic Pact 
had halted the flow of Communism 
across Europe, but there was no such 
barrier in the East. 
"The Chinese Communist party,” 
he said. "is an integral part of the 
international communist movement 
It is as fanatical as Communists 
elsewhere. Its propaganda is always 
in tune with Moscow' propaganda 
Its action is always in step with 
Moscow's action.” 
Tsiang sjioke less than 24 hours 
after the Chinese Communists pro­ 
claimed at Peiping the establish­ 
m ent of a Communist Peoples Re­ 
public of China. 


Tsiang devoted almost his entire 
speech to an attack on Communism 
Then he made his appeal for help I 
"I ask the General Assembly.” he 
said, "to ponder over the present 1 
situation in the Far East and the 
grave dangers to world peace and 
security. I appeal to the General 
Assembly to be brave enough to em ­ 
brace the vision of one indivisible 
world and not to retreat to the false 
illusory security of half a world.” 
Tsiang did not say whether his 
speech would be followed by formal 
charges against Russia, but thus 
was the impression left by his dec­ 
laration. 
He asserted the Soviet Union al­ 
ready had obtained more in M an- I 
churm than Czarist Russia ever 
to seize He added: 
"In addition, the Soviet Union, 
through 
the 
Chinese Communist 
party, has an instrum ent and a 
lever with which to undermine the 
independence and integrity of China 
and the peace of the Far East,”

Gettysburg college held its 118th 
annual opening exercises this morn­ 
ing at the Majestic theater to begin 
j its schedule of activities for the 
academic year. 
"Faith, self-denial and hard work" 
were given bv Dr. Henry W A Han- 
j son. in his annual address as presi­ 
dent of the college, as "the only 
plan for happiness, peace and suc­ 
c e ss in making a contribution to 
the good of the world.’’ 
"The great question in education," 
he said, "is whether we have come 
to the turning point where people 
realize what education forgot—that 
the need of the world is not a better 
plow, a faster car, or better m a­ 
chinery. but the creation of a new- 
kind of man and woman. The great 
need is to promote a better under­ 
stan d in g of life, life within, life 
without and life above." 
A Dedicated Purpose 
"Gettysburg college," he said, “is

Its purpose is 
to try to convince those who come 
to it that there are many things 
more satisfying than mere accumu­ 
lation of the m aterial things of 
life. 
"Education must be Christ-cen­ 
tered. Faith is the greatest need of 
man.

Faith finds the purpose 
in chaos, the meaning among the 
meaningless Without faith our livis 
are steeped in unhappiness, pur­ 
poseless, and but desolate spaces in 
which stir winds of unrest, fear, and 
eventual destruction."

through Congress—not only for this 
year, but for 1950 as well. 
Chairm an Lesinski ID -Mich > of 
the House lifror committee said to­ 
day his committee will take no fur- j 
thor action or* the Taft-H artley re­ 
peal—now, or at the next session 
starting in January. 
W ith demands for some new legis­ 
lation almost certain if the nation’s 
strike picture worsens, Lesinski told 
reporters; 
“Unless the attitude of the House 
changes, we don’t intend to try to 
report out another labor bill.” 
No Change In Sight 
And with the 1950 election cam ­ 
paign already warming up. Lesinski 
said he doesn t look for any immedi­ 
ate change in attitude. 
Early in the session, the House 
rejected the adm inistration’s labor 
bill and sent a substitute measure 
back to committee, leaving it with 
no labor legislation pending. 
The Senate passed a bill contain­ 
ing many of the features of the 
union-hated Taft-H artley law. The 
House hasn’t acted on the Senate 
bill and leaders have indicated no 
intention of doing so.

paigned for Taft-H artley repeal in 
the 1948 Presidential election, said 
recently that the adm inistration will 
fight to the bitter end to wipe th at 
measure off the books 
Besides T-H repeal, a proposal to 
exempt m aritim e hiring halls from 
T aft-Hartley’s cloaed shop provisions 
also is caught in the Congressional 
labor squeeze. T-H bans the closed 
shop. In which only union members 
may be hired Maritime halls arc 
union agencies for supplying ship 
labor.
